The new organ built by the Harrison 
Grgan Company for the Baptist Church, 
was delivered on Monday, and workmen 
placing it in position. 

The Rev. Egbert Clement ooncludes his 
fourth year pastorate at the Watseoaing M. 
E. Church, with the ending of this confer¬ 
ence jear. According to the law of the 
church he can stay one year longer. 

The liev. Chas. A. Cook of the Baptist 
Cbnrcb, and the Rev. H. W. Ballantiue of 
the First Presbyterian, exchanged pulpit* 
last Sunday morning. 

The financial luument of the Church of 
the Sacred Heart for the year 1891. shows 
a prosperous condition of affair* in the 
pariah. The receipts for the year reach the 
Urge total of 136,683.19, which include* 
loans oo mortgage aud notes amounting to 
♦'2-4.200. The receipts from collections 
regular and extra amounts to #4,415.24. 
which is an indication that the congrega¬ 
tion has given liberally to the work of the 
church. The debt of the church amounts 
to $28,900, an increase of #18,200 during 
the year. * The indebtedness of course is 
owing to the. construction of the new church 
edifice which was s gigantic undertaking, 
but which is being successfully pushed to 
completion. $26,094.67 has been paid on 
the new edifice. Its total cost when com¬ 
pleted will be aboat $50,000. All the 
j branches of church work are in a thriving 
condition in the parish. 

The annual meeting of the congregation 
of the First Presbyterian Church was held 
on Wednesday night. Trustees for tbe en¬ 
suing year were elected aud other badness 
of importance transacted. A matter of pub- 
lie interest was the sppointment of s com¬ 
mittee to collect historical data of the 
church, for use in tha Centennial Ceb bra¬ 
tion in 1896. The financial statement was 
submitted. The receipts from pew rent 
during the past year was $5,827.35, the 
largest amount ever received from that 
source. v 

The annual parish meeting of the Ger- 
f man Presbjterian Church was held hut 
Wednesday evening, in the lecture room of 
that church, elder John G. Kevlar, presid¬ 
ing. The total reoeipts of the past year for 
running expenses were; #2,330,46. A debt 
on the pamsoage of $200 was paid off. The 
building fund was iaoxeased from #138.66, 
to #457.97. For missionary aud lienevoleut 
purposes the church raised $505.17.
